The 
enemy must return everything he 
plundered fro mthe Serbian m u se-' 
urns, libraries, universities, churches ' 
and schools and whatever has been ; 
destroyed must be replaced. Germans. ; 
Alist ro-M agy ars and Bulgars must re- j 
turn the livestock which they drove I 
away and pay for the timber, vine- ! 
yards and orchards which they cut : 
down and ruined.

BELGIUM VERY BAD 


Brussels, Jan. 
19 — (Correspond­ 
ence of the Associated P ress)— Con­ 
ditions here and elsewhere in Bel­ 
gium generally are very hard. The 
prices of food have reached a dis­ 
tressing height. Coffee 
costs 
the 
equivalent of about $5 a pound; meat 
and butter, $2.50; sugar 62c; eggs. 
40c each. Men’s suits of poor quality 
cost from HOO to $120. Men’s shoes 
are about the same as clothing. 
A 
moderate meal in a restaurant costs 
the equivalent of about $5. 
The streets of Brussels are filled 
with 
promenading 
crowds 
from 
morning to night because scarcely 
anybody does any work. The shops, 
many of which indeed are closed, sell 
next to nothing for two reasons; in 
the first place, because they have 
very little to sell and .secondly, be­ 
cause the prices are so high that the 
Itll bl i< cannot possibly afford to pay 
them. The people have 
been 
very 
much disappointed about prices. They 
always hoped that as soon as the 
war was over and the armistice w'as 
signed the necessaries of life would 
be procurable at normal prices. Their 
anticipation has been far from being 
realized. In fact, people have to pay 
nowadays quite as much as when the 
Germans w'ere in Brussels. 
* The number of places of am use­ 
ment. dancing houses and the like 
has increased to a great extent. 
Another grave economic difficulty 
arises out of what is called the un­ 
employment fund. This war created 
during the war to aid workmen, em­ 
ployees and others to enable them to 
subsist without having to be depend­ 
ent upon the Germans. 
In the first 
instance this fund worked advan­ 
tageously but after a while a dif­ 
ferent state of things arose. O work­ 
man who was being fed gratuitously 
by the relief organizations received 
from the unemployment fund regu­ 
lar pay of about IOO francs a month 
for doing nothing, and numbers of 
these w'orkmen, well content with 
their lot, refuse to return to work. 
The railways, telephones and tele­ 
graphs in Belgium have 
been 
for 
practical purposes 
destroyed. 
The 
Belgians are doing their best to re­ 
store them but it will take 
a 
long 
time before the ante-bellum condi­ 
tion is re-established. Out of pure 
mischief the Germans destroyed all 
that they could. For Instance, the 
rails on the line between Adenkerke 
to Bruges and Ghent were cut into 
pieces three or four yards in length 
and this was done in the most sys­ 
tematic manner, a special machine 
being brought up to sever the rails 
one by one. 
The line is nowr teeing 


gradually restored but one can still 
see the short lengths of rail ranged 
in heaps along the track. 
Communication between one town 
and another is 
most 
difficult. 
In 
places where the lines are to some ex­ 
tent, but only temporarily, restab- 
lished one or two trains are run in 
the day but they go very slowly, tak­ 


ing many hours over Journeys wthich 
formerly lasted from half an hour 
to an hour. Until the communication 
routes are restored the re-provision­ 
ing of Belgium will be very difficult 
and prices cannot go down.
